District Judge W. O. Perrault rode out 
to the camp of the regulators and en­ 
deavored by persuasion to get them to 
disband, bur his efforts availed nothing 
Yesterday* afternoon Diomedes Durio, a 
leading planter; C. M. Thompson, cl**rk 
of the district court and five or six 
friends were in frout of Dario’s house. 
“ I was under a tree w ith my chil­ 
dren near me’’ said Mr. Durio. 
“ Sud­ 
denly 30 regulators, 1***1 by one Il**e*l, 
passed my house. 
They stopped behind 
a clump of tress and I went out in tho 
field to see what 
they were doing. 
When near them, they fired six shots at 
me. 
My friends came to my assistance 
and we returned 
10 or 12 shots. 
We 
then laid down and the regulators fired 
fully 500 shots at us. shooting my horse 
iu two places. 
Half of them then ran 
away. The others remained behind in 
a group and appear***l to be helping 
some one on *a horse. 
I don’t know 
whether we hit any of them or not. 
We sent to town for reinforcements but 
when the boys came the regulators were 
out of sight.”

TH E CARE OF BOOKS. 


Books with clasps or raised sides dam­ 
age those near them pn the shelves, 
Do not let books get damp or they 
will soon mildew, and it is almost im- 
posiblo to remove it. 
Do not allow books to be very long in 
too warm a place. Gas affects them very 
much, Russian leather in particular. 
To remove iron mold apply first 
solution of sulphmetof potash and aft­ 
erward ono of oxalic acid. The sulphu 
ret acts on the iron. 
To remove grease spots lay powdered 
pipe clay each side of the spot and 
press with an iron as hot as the paper 
will bear without scorching. 
A small quantity of oxalic acid di­ 
luted with water, applied with a camel’s 
Jiair pencil aud blotted with blotting 
paper will rGmove all traces of ink.

To polish old bindings, thoroughly f 
clean the leather by rubbing it with a ' 
piece of flannel; if the leather is broken, 
fill up tho holes with a little paste ; beat 
up the yolk of an egg and rub it well 
' over the covers with a piece of sponge j 
polish it by passing a hot iron over.
